NOTES TO STATEMENT OF FINANCIAL CONDITION

NOVEMBER 30, 2009

ORGANIZATION

Valores Finamex International, Inc. (the “Company”) is a broker-dealer specializing in Mexican
securities and accepts customer orders, but clears the orders through other broker-dealers on a fully
disclosed basis. The Company is registered as a broker-dealer under the Securities Exchange Act of
1934 and is a member of the National Association of Securities Dealers, Inc. The Company is a
wholly-owned subsidiary of Valores Finamex Corp. (the “Parent”). The Parent is a wholly-owned
subsidiary of Finamex Casa de Bolsa, S.A. de C.V. Grupo Financiero Finamex (“FSA”), a broker-
dealer incorporated in the United Mexican States.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES
Uses of estimates in the preparation of financial statements

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles
requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets
and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and
the reported amounts of net revenue and expenses during each reporting period. Actual results could
differ from those estimates.

Cash equivalents

The Company considers all highly liquid debt investments with original maturities of three months or less
when purchased to be cash equivalents. The carrying amounts approximate fair market value because
of the short maturity.

Securities transactions

Securities transactions of the Company and the related revenues and expenses are recorded on a trade-
date basis. Securities owned and securities sold, but not yet purchased, are stated at market value or at
management's estimate of fair value. Net realized and unrealized gains and losses are reflected in
principal transactions in the Statement of Operations. All Mexican securities are denominated in U.S.
dollars.

Income taxes

The Company’s results from operations will be included in the Parent's Federal, state and local tax
returns, which are filed on a consolidated basis. Itis the Parent’s policy to allocate a provision for taxes
to the Company based on the tax that would have been determined on a separate tax return basis.
Benefits to the extent available in the consolidated group are credited to the Company on a pro-rata
basis.

The provision for income taxes is different from that which would be obtained by applying the statutory
Federal income tax rate to the income before income taxes due to state and city taxes.

Commission revenues

Commission revenues are reflected in the statement of income on a trade-date basis.

RECEIVABLE FROM BROKERS AND DEALERS

The clearing and depository operations for the Company’s and customers’ securities transactions are
provided by two brokers (J.P. Morgan Chase Clearing Corp. and FSA) pursuant to clearance
agreements.

In the normal course of business, the Company, acting as an agent, executes transactions on behalf of
its customers. [f such agency transactions do not settle because of failure by either the customer or the
counterparty to perform, the Company may be required to discharge the obligation of the non-performing
party. In such circumstances, the Company may sustain a loss if the market value of the security is
different from the contract amount of the transaction.

RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS

The Company executes all Mexican securities transactions through FSA. Under a revenue-sharing
agreement, FSA receives 50% of all commission revenue earned on these securities transactions. As of
June 30, 2003, FSA stopped charging the Company commissions and clearing fees due to the
diminished nature of the Company’s trading activity. The Company made no payments in commissions
and clearing fees under the revenue-sharing agreement during the year ended November 30, 2009.

NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENT

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission (“SEC”) Uniform Net Capital Rule
(the “Rule”), which specifies, among other requirements, minimum net capital requirements for
registered broker-dealers. The Company uses the aggregate indebtedness method permitted by the
Rule, which requires the Company to maintain minimum net capital, as defined, and requires that the
ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital not exceed 15 to 1. At November 30, 2009, the Company
had net capital of $745,600 which exceeded its requirement by $476,700. The Company’s ratio of
aggregate indebtedness to net capital was .03 to 1 at November 30, 2009.

Pursuant to cash reserve requirements of the SEC’s Rule 15¢3-3, the Company may be required to
deposit funds in a reserve account for customers. At November 30, 2009, there was no cash reserve
required under this rule.
